Cornell to Open School 
Of Industrial Relations 



Plans for the establishment of a 
school of industrial relations at 
Cornell University, designed to 
promote mutual understanding and 
respect between employers and 
workers, have been disclosed. 
' Preparation of required legisla- 
tion for the school, believed to be 
the first of its kind In the United 
States, was announced chair- 
man Irving M. Ives of the joint 
legislative committee on industrial 
labor conditions. He said the school 
"will be opetTto representatives of 
both labor and management or to 
anyone else who may wish to 
enter." 



James Stresses 
Post-War Needs 
Of Agriculture 

^Scientific and 
Vocational Training 
Held Important 

The basic problems of Canadian 
agriculture In the post-war years of 
reconstruction will be to find ade- 
quate markets at satisfactory prices, 
and although foodstuffs required 
for the relief of the freed coun- 
tries of Europe and Asia will miti- 
gate the problem for a short time, 
nevertheless, In the long-range pcr- 
Jod, -markets - for agricultural ex-, 
ports will depend upon the develop- 
ment of a world economy, Dr. F. 
Cyril James, principal and vice- 
chancellor of McGlll University, 
told delegates to the convention of 
the National Dairy Council of Can 
ada, at a luncheon meeting in the 
Mount Royal Hotel yesterday. 

Speaking on the subject. The 
Post-War Problems of Canadian 
Agriculture, Dr, James said that he 
based his address on information 
gained while he was a member of 
the Advisory CommiUee on Recon- 
struction, whose findings included 
a report of a subcommittee on agri- 
cultural policy. 

He emphasized that If new and 

worse wars were to be avoided, It 

would involve frank recognition on

Bell Historian 
Reviews Problems 
Of Clear Speech 

Dr. Long Lectures 
To Engineers, CAUC 
In Moyse Hall Today 

Dr. G. L. Long will address En- 
gineering Undergraduates and mem- 
bers of the CAUC, in Moyse Hall at 
4.30 p.m, today The topic of his 
speech will be "Your Voice As 
Others Hear It." 

Dr. Long is the historian of the 
Bell Telephone Company of Can- 
ada. He has been cosely connected 
with the art of telephony for the 
past eighteen years and has been 
in charge of the Telephone Museum 
and Historical Collection in Mont- 
real for seven years. He has intim- 
ate knowledge of ^t^e, development 
of telephony - and is ; in' close ; contact 
with modern research and develop- 
ment in that field. 

The subject of the lecture will be 
the production of proper speech and 
its transmission and reproduction 
withoui distortion. The description 
of the problems of clear speech com- 
munication will be accompanied by 
a demonstration Of the mirrophonc. 
The mirrophone is a recording in- 
strument by means ot^iivhieh a 
speaker may listen to his' own voice 
and hear It as others do. It Is used 
extensively In. the training of tele- 
phone personnel and members of 
the services concerned with com- 
munications. The executive has an- 
nounced that'at';the'end of the meet- 
ing, as many persons as possible will 
be able to make use of the instru- 
ment and listen to their own voice. 

The lecture is presented by the 
Electrical Club, under the auspices 
of the Engineering Undergraduate 
Society, The meeting, however, is 
open to all who may be concerned 
with proper elocution and the use 
of clear speech.

History Club 
Discusses Japan 
And Education 



Swoger Announced 
As First'Year 
Prize-Winner 



"When Japan realizes the Impos- 
sibility of cdhquering China, Sino- 
Japanese relations will return to 
the ccntury-Iong. state of friendship 
which existed before the 19th cen- 
tury," declared Rex Barry in the 
cours; of a paper delivered last 
night at a meeting of the McGill 
Historical Society, 

Discussing the historical back- 
ground and present state of Sino- 
Japanese relations, Barry read the 
first of the meeting's two papers 
which were delivered at the home 
of Arnold Tepncr, secretary-treas- 
urer of the club. The other was 
given by Raymond Gagne, who 
traced the development of thé pub- 
lic and high school educational 
system in the Province of Quebec, 
from the beginnings of the British 
regime until today. 

Barry showed how China and 
Japan lived for centuries in peace, 
until the party In Japan which 
favored conquest of China gained 
the upper hand near the end of the 
10th century. During these preced- 
ing centuries, China was the 
economic and intellectual master, 
according to Barry, whereas Japan 
came to the Asiatic mainland in or- 
der to learn. 

An active discussion followed the 
reading of each paper, in which 
Professor Adair, Chairman of the 
Department of History, participated, 
along with the members present. 

Gordon Swoger, B.A. 2, was an- 
nounced as the winner of the fif- 
teen-dollar book prize given an- 
nually by the Department of His- 
tory Jlo the student obtaining the 
hlKiieit'nurk^iri first year History.'?

Details of Biirsarles, Student- 
ships, and Fellowships which the 
National Research Council grants 
for post-graduate work have been 
released by S. P. Eagleson, Secre- 
tary-Treasurer. The final, date on 
which applications may be mailed 
is March 1. 

Following arc the details as dis- 
closed: 

The granting of an award by the 
National Research Council does iltl 
exempt a grantee from the provi- 
sions of the University Science Stu- 
dents Regulations, 1942, or the Na- 
tional Selective Service Mobiliza- 
tion Regulations. Attention is par- 
ticularly called to Section 12, Sub- 
section 6, of the latter which pro- 
vides that no student shall pursue 
post-graduate studies in any sub- 
ject, unless In the opinion ot the 
university authorities and the Of- 
flceb Commanding the Military dis- 
trict in whlchl^lhjs^univen^ sit- 
uated, the punuance'^^^^ 
is in the national interest or will 
aid in the prosecution of the war. 

Under existing conditions of war, 
the tenure of Bursaries shall begin 
within one month following the 
close of the academic session and 
the teniu-e of other awards within 
one month of notification of the 
granting of an award or the subse- 
quent completion of an exlstliig 
award, and a grantee may not ac- 
cept employment outside of a uni- 
versity after an award- has - been 
made to him, or between the tenure 
of successive awards. 

Bursaries of the value of $2S0 will 
be open to award to applicants who 
have graduated with high distinc- 
tion in scientific study.

It is 
evident that these positions are responsible 
ones, and that the students would do well 
to consider carefully those who have been 
or are yet to be nominated, in the light of

The time to stop complaints is now. If 
an unworthy candidate is elected for the 
post of president of the Students' Society, 
or for any position on the executive of the 
men's or women's Union, the students who 
signed the nomination, and tliosc who 
voted him in, and those who were too 
apathetic to care, will have themselves to 
blome'0or maladministration, confusion, 
and inefficiency. • . ; 

The student would do well to consider 
also that although a person may be run- 
ning for one of the minor positions in the 
forthcoming election, it may be the be- 
ginning of his political career on the cam- 
pus. For this reason, the elections of the 
Undergraduate Societies and the Debating 
Union should be followed carefully, and 
every effort should be made to see that 
the candidates are men who have the in>- 
terests of the student body at heart, and 
who have proven by their enthusiasm and 
hard work in other fields that they have 
the executive ability required.

The President of the McGill Union 

< Among the positions which will soon be 
contested on the campus is that of Presi- 
dent of the Union. It carries with it a 
greater degree of immediate responsibility 
than do mo;t of the other posts for which 
elections are being held. It is the duty of 
the Union President, in collaboration with 
the Vice-President and the Secretaiy, who 
form the Union House Committee, to see 
to it that the facilities of the building are 
kept available to the students. To do this 
it is first of all ncccssai-y for him to insure 
that the physical equipment of the Union 
is properly looked after and timt wliatcver 
adjustments are needed from time to time 
be made. It thereby falls to him to allot 
to the employees whatever work has to be 
done. He has, in short, to see to it that the 
Union is .maintained as a place which the 
male students can use as their club and 
maintain it in such a way that its use will 
be, on the whole, satisfactory to them. 

Apart from these responsibilities to 
the students he has, at times, to i|se his 
judgment in doing what he considers to 
be in the best interest of the University. 
Each year there arise certain situations, 
the outcome of which will reflect to the 
University's credit or disadvantage. How 
hè handles these situations will in the last 
analysis dépend on how he thinks along 
the lines in question. 

In casting their votes, therefore, the 
stlldènts will do well to consider whether 
they arc entrusting their interests to a man 
who has the practical abilities to {perform 



THE WOMEN

To the modern woman, the SufragÈlto 
movement wliicii broke out in England 
during the last four years before the first 
great war may seem like a ludricous out- 
burst of feminine sentimental violence. 
But the modern woman has not only ac- 
quired the right to vote in most civilized 
countries she; has also won "de facto" 
her emancipation from the bonds which 
only a few decades ago tied , her to her 
husband, family and household. 

But when women became conscious of Ihclr 
inferior status, whïn'^théy felt the need of as- 
serting their independence, they found no bet- 
ter way of realizing that end than by forcing 
themselves day after day. on men's thoughts. 
It is Indeed difficult to disentangle the two 
main forces which seem to have been behind 
the Women's Rebellion. For in the Suffragette 
manifestations there was present, undoubtedly, 
both blind fanaticism and a conKlous desire 
to shocic their contemporaries. 

Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst, the widow of a 
Lancashire barrister, was the leader of one of 
the more rabid organizations which clamoured 
for Women's suffrage, the Women's Social and 
Political Union. She tried at first to use con- 
stitutional means, but faced with the proscras- 
tinating policy of Asqulth's government, she 
decided that the cause of Women's Suffrage 
would be lost unless public opinion and the 
Ministry were given a serious shock. 

At first the women's proce.<>sions were 
observed with indulgence and laughter. But 
the mood was not long to remain gentle. On 
November IS, 1910, there was a mass meeting 
of the Suffragettes in Parliament Square. The 
police, who had not expected to find much re- 
sistance among their skirted opponents, were 
soon undeceived, and when the women were 
finally dispelled, a few of them had fallen as 
first victims to the Cause. 

With Incredlblé manly levity, Mr. Asqulth 
refused to' read a lesson In the event, and per- 
sisted in his non-committal and more and more 
antagonistic policy. But trouble was brewing. 
The women had lost all faith in Parliamentary 
action. They must fight, and their enemy 
should be Mr. Asqulth's Liberal* Government. 
The Government was most vulnerable on the 
question of properly.- "The argument of the 
broken window-pane," said Mrs. Pankhurst, "Is 
the most valuable argument in modern poli- 
tics." At this peculiar effort of feminine reason- 
ing, the authorities sjiuddered, thinking of 
London'.s miles of valuable plate glass. 

Deeds followed words. The women went 
ahead, smashing windows right and left, not 
excluding the Prime Minister's. Several, in* 
eluding Mrs. Pankhurst, were arrested, put on 
trial, and Imprisoned. But Mrs. Pankhurst was 
not to be outdone; she went on a hunger strike 
and her example was followed by her disciples. 
The authorities reported to forcible feeding. 
The Suffragettes clinched their teeth. Th«y 
soon had to be released. 

TTie offensive moved into its next stage. 
Acid was poured down pillar boxes. Country 
houses were set on fire. Militancy was the 
order of the day. ' The Government's polite

Why Study Classics? 



fly Dr. G. W. Hardy 



To answer the question in my 
title you must first decide what yoù 
conceive to be the aim and nature 
Of education. To me vocational 
training Is not Its essence, nor is ed. 
ucaUoin'scHTiething packaged exclu- 
sively in schools and universities 
to be fed in convenient doses to 
docile vacuums. The educated man 
or woman, I fancy. Is one who is 
always asking "why" or "how," so 
that ho is not misled by high- 
sounding but empty-mcaning shib- 
boleths of any kind. 

He has a thirst for knowledge. He 
realizes that the process of becom- 
ing educated is continuous and 
never-ending. He has learned that 
before he can attempt to interpret 
the facts he must go through the 
drudgery of finding out the facts— 
a drudgery, by the way, which some 
of our modern theories of educa- 
tion would seem to try to avoid. If 
he is educated he is also sympa- 
thetic and tolerant and able to ap- 
preciate the artistic and the aesthe- 
tic. To select only two of 
many similar statements, Living- 
stone's dictum that education should 
knock windows into the world" 
and Matthew Arnold's declaration 
that its aim is "to enable man to 
know himself and the world" seem 
reasonably appropriate to the pur- 
pose and nature of education. 

If this view of education seems 
correct to you, then, so we Clajslc- 
ists argue, the study of the civil- 
ization of Greece and Home is 
peculiarly valuable to us of the 
western world. Take, for example, 
the single fact that ot the 20.000 
words noirinally used in English 
over biîe^îwif^àre Greek and Latin 
derivatives, and it becomes evi- 
dent that to employ our own 
Anglo-Saxon tongue with exact- 
ness and Intelligetico a knowledge 
of Latin and Greek is well-nigh es- 
sential. In over twenty years . ot 
teaching, too, I have never failed 
to find students upon whonv the 
glimmerings of a comprehcnslo.i of 
Enslish grammar have dawned 
through, the study of Latin. Over

and beyond this, the training -in 
precision and accuracy imposed by 
tbe writing of Latin prose is of 
value In teaching people ho^vjto ex 
press ideas. It is no accldent'Ithat 
many ot our foremost wrltcars, cdU' 
cators and orators have been well 
trained in Latin and Greek. One 
might add, further, that any sub 
ject which compels logic and close 
analysis combined with sheer hard 
work is in any age a blessing. Dur- 
ing the Christmas ' tests ot late 
lamented memory, in one , course 
a total of 12 students were refer 
red to the War Services Board. Of 
these, eight had no high school 
Latin, two had had one year ot it, 
and two had had two years. In the 
same course were nineteen students 
who had had three years of high 
school Latin. Not one of them was 
referred to the Board. With ostenta 
tious modesty, I leave the obvious 
conclusion to yourselves. 

The case for the linguistic study 
of the Classics is the smaller part 
of the story. We all know that mod 
cm Western civilization has its roots 
in Greece and Rome. Rome's con- 
tribution is in the main In the field 
of organization and administration 
as well as In law and architecture, 
in character and discipline: while 
from Greece, "the first thinking 
civilization before our own," come 
"the beginnings of nearly all the 
things that progressive minds now 
care for." Democracy is a Greek 
word. More important, the idea 
which informs the word is Greek, 
Instances could be multiplied, but 
we should at least note that mod 
crn science (a Latin word) was 
started when In the seventh cen 
tury Greece Thaïes, for the first 
time in the western world of which 
we have knowledge, attempted to 
explain the universe in terms of 
pure reason rather than religious 
revelation, and so loosed upon man 
kind the rcstlc&s and inquiring 
mind. It is again no accident that 
the classical Greek mind atid spirit 
has been a thought-leaven wherever 



it has gone — vide the itenalssance. 

To s{udy Greece and Rome is, 
theh^^neeessary 'It we with really 
to understand ourselves, since In 
them are to be found a large part 
of the patterns which run through 
western civilization. Furthermore, 
in a study of them wc may well 
discover not only an inspiration to 
thought and act, but also a correc- 
tive to our modern tendencies to 
chaotic thinking and to the worship 
of catch phrases and slogans with- 
out examination of them and to the 
slip-shod view that the problems 
which face us are new. In this last 
lies, indeed, one 'of the principal 
values ot the study ot the classical 
civilizations. In Greece and Rome 
we sec people who thought in much 
the same way as ourselves, facing 
very often the same kind of prob 
iems. Wc can examine their at 
tempts to solve these problems and 
perceive why they failed or suC' 
cceded. If one of our greatest hopes 
for avoiding in our own case the 
disintegration and. collapse which 
has overtaken air previous civiliza- 
tions lies In using the lessons 
taught by history as a guide-post to 
our future, then the study of 
Greece and Rome is an essential 

I have left myself llttlè room to 
speak of the permanent value of 
Greek and Latin sculpture, archi- 
tecture and literature. They arc "a 
glory for all time," and to the homo 
scntlens of Professor Macdonald's 
article. It Is slgnifleant^vt^t the 
artistic achievements of Greece and 
Rome have established standards by 
which, ever since, the western 
world has been measuring Itself 
The quality of a civilization is de- 
termined, not by the number and 
efficiency ot Its hot-water taps, au- 
tomobiles and sewers, but by Its 
thinkers, writers and crilsU (con- 
sider, for example, Shakespeare, or 
Voltalrc,_ or Dante, or Goethe). By 
this measure of value when you 
study Greece and Rome and. In 
particular, Greece— you study 
people who "have been equalled, 
perhaps, but never surpassed." ^ 

This, then, in a very Incomplete 
and abbreviated form. Is part ot 
the case for the,study /of the Clas- 
sics. They confer mental discipline, 
accuracy and the ability to express 
oneself. They exhibit to you some 
of the highest achievements in art 
and literature. To know yourselves, 
you must know Greece and Rome, 
Above all, in studying them wc 
find our most cogent correctives for 
the present and our most striking 
guide-posts for the path of the fu 
turc.

Yankee Bombers 
Decrease German 
Plane Production 

Recent Operations 
Have Destroyed 
Many Factories 

Washington, February 15.— Amer- 
ican heavy bombers pin-pointing 
German itircraft factories have cut 
the heart out of lighter plane pro- 
duction in the Reich, it was report- 
ed officially today. 

Charles^E. Wilson, executive vice- 
chairman of the United Stales War 
Production Board, announced that 
the War Department had informed 
him that United States Army Air 
. Force raids had reduced Germany's 
capacity to produce lighter planes 
by 40 per cent. 

Previous official announcements 
had suggested that German aircraft 
plants had suffered heavily under 
combined Allied bombings, but to- 
day's announcement was the first 
that fixed the extent of the damage 
done exclusively by U.SAA,F. 
raids. 

Wilsons announcement indicated 
that the U.S.A.A.F. in the Euro- 
pean theatre has grown tremen- 
dously in recent weeks. Wilson said 
that the most recent raids, which 
were not included in the army re- 
port, had cut down Nazi lighter 
plane output even further than the 
40 per cent, reduction officially dis. 
closed, 

"The recent aerial operationa 
against Dessau, Brunswick, Halbcr- 
stndt, Greater Frankfurt, Fechen- 
heim. Hochst, Leipzig, Offenbach 
and Ludwigshaven aircraft manu- 
facturing facilities have been In- 
strumental in reducing Germany's 
aircraft production potential," Wil- 
ton said. 

Wilson's disclosure came in a 
itatement declaring that as Axis

Down Memory Lane 
Montreal hockey enthusiasts have 
been presented with the unfamiliar 
situation of a local squad standing 
at the head ol the National Hockey 
League, Not since tlic glorious and 
balmy days of the heyday of 
Maroon-Canadiens rivalry has in- 
terest reached such a hot pealc of 
intensity, as the Blue, Blanc and 
Rouge lead with a commanding and 
comfortable 14 point margin over 
their nearest rivals, the DcUroit 
Red Wings, 

The last time fans held hopes of 
the Stanley Cup taking up its abods 
in the heart of French Canada Que- 
bec was when those glorious vet- 
erans, the Maroons, slashed and 
clawed their way into the play-offs 
at the end of the 1034-35 season. 
Finishing the year with one of 
their characteristic last minute 
spurts to edge their way in and 
advancing to the finals, the locals 
were op^sed by the high-flying 
Toronto Maple Leafs, the Leafs of 
Joe Primeau, Chuck Conachcr, 
Busher .lackson, and Red Horner, 
the chief inhabiter of the sin bin 
for that season. The Leafs were 
headed by fiery Conny Smythe, 
aided by canny Frank Selkc and 
astute Dick Irvln, present mentor 
of the Canucks, On the defence 
they boasted Hap Day and aging, 
but none the less effective, King 
Clancy. 

Against them. Maroons showed a 
band ol veterans and experience. In 
the nets Alex Connell yanked out 
of retirement by the blandishments 
of Tommy Gorman, was making 
one of the most amazing come- 
backs of the present era. Out in 
front of him, Montreal had a sec- 
ond goalkeeper, none other than 
Lionel Conacher, member ^of par- 
liament to be. Helping the Big 
Train were Marv. Wentworth. al- 
ways a favourite with the Million- 
aire Section of the Rush End, and 
Stcv Evans, doughty and hard- hit- 
ting blue-line bouncer. The last 
man of the quartet was Allan 
Shields, Ottawa's pride and joy. 

Up front the Red team had their 
multicolored lines, the Red line, the 
Blue line, and the Green line inky- 
haired Jim Ward, tough Hooley 
Smith, playing out the Series witl» 
his thumb encased in a heavy cast, 
Earl Robinson, 20 goal a year man, 
Gus Marker, Herb Cain, tiien a 
young rookie, an unknown in the 
person of Toe Blake, Dutch Gainor, 
finishing out a useful career and 
several other less important fig- 



ures — all of them were members 
of one of 'the' most colourful ag- 
gregations the game has produced. 

The first two games were played 
in the "City of the Good" but the 
Torontolans were unable to take 
advantage ol the home ice and went 
down to defeat twice. Foster Hew- 
witt mournfully related to thous- 
ands of hockey fans all over the 
continent how the Hoolcr, old 
Hooley Smith himself, came through 
In the pinches and sent the Mont- 
real boys out ahead. The scene 
shifted Irom the Maple Leaf Gar- 
dens to the Forum., The atmosphere 
was tense and expectant. The 
"smart boys" around the Rue de 
Rumour were laying the odds on 
the Maple Leafs to come through 
in the third game of the series with 
their first win. Everyone fell that 
it was impossible for any money- 
wise team like Maroons to go out 
and cut their own throats by win- 
ning the third game and thus les- 
sening their share of the swag. 

But the' "sharpies" reckoned 
without the love of the game that 
is Inherent in all players from the 
Simon pure to the g;uys who play 
for keeps. Tommy Gorman, affec- 
tionately known to his boys as 
"T,P," came into the dressing room 
and made a short speech that car- 
ried a mighty message. In sub- 
stance it went like this: 

"Fellas, it would mean more 
money for the Forum directors and 
for you and me if this Scries went 
five games,. They say that you're 
going to throw this one but I want 
you to go out and win it and end 
the Series," 

With a whoop and a snort, a re- 
juvenated band of pucksters went 
out onto the ice and slammed the 
puck by Hainsworth in the Toronto 
nets enough times to win thc-game, 
the Stanley Cup, and to go down 
in hockey history as one of the few 
three straight wins on record. 

Perhaps by the end of this year, 
fans will be talking as reverently 
of veterans like Toe Blake, Ray 
Getliffe, Murph Chapibcrlain and 
newles like Richard, Fillon and 
Durnan, in the same tones they now 
reserve for Connell, Conacher, 
Ward. Maybe that same dreamy 
look will creep into their eyes. . . 
maybe, the "Good old days" will 
come back.

R.A.F. Pathfinder Force Leads 
Every Bomber Command Attack 



London, February 15— OT-rThe R. 
A,F. Pathfinder force, spearhead of 
every major bomber command at- 
tack against a European target, is a 
prodigious infant hardly 18 months 
old. 

The force, which consists of 
British, Canadian and other Empire 
crews picked for their skill, and 
experience, was formed August IS, 
104% and took part in its first 
operation tiiree days later. The 
force might have been created 
earlier, but it wasn't until then 
that British scientists, who had 
previously given all their attention 
to the invention and. improvement 
of defensive weapons,' were able to 
lend their assistance to the bomb- 
ing offensive against Germany. 

Details of their vital contribution 
must remain a closely - guarded 
secret tmtil the war is won but it 



can be said that crews have been 
provided with ingenious means of 
finding targets In the dark and 
when the ground is obscured by 
thick cloud. Nights which a litUe 
more than a year ago would have 
been considered unsuitable for 
large-scale raids now' are ideal. 

Aids to blind bombing have been 
highly effective. Some of the rhoft 
successful attacks recently have 
been made when every inch ol the 
target area was obscured by im- 
broken clouds thousands ol leot 
thick, and when crews could hardly 
see the ground from the time they 
took, off until they were back at 
their bases again.. 

The Pathfinders, un<Éer Air Vice- 
Marshal D, C. T. Bennett, 33-year- 
old Australian, have thq job ol 
locating and lighting up the targets 
for the main lorce. Concentrated 
botfabing would be impossible with-

out^extrcme accuracy In timing, so 
science'^ has provided the means ol 
accurate navigation and of finding 
without delay targets which arc in- 
variably blacked out.. 

The Pathfinders use pyrotechnic 
bombs and flares of many kinds to 
indicate when and where the 
bombs should be dropped, the type 
of signal used depending on the 
weather and vicinity. The Germans 
cannot mislead the attackers by 
copying ' the signals because they 
are constantly changed and such a 
great number of pattern and color 
combinations are used that it would 
be impossible to have the appro- 
priate ones available in time. 

Just as the scientists have beaten 
the weather (and given the bomb- 
ers another defence against the 
night fighter), so have they over- 
come the diftieultics of bombing 
through industrial haze and smoke 
screens. It wasn't until Mareh 5, 
1043, that Bomber Command was 
able to make its first really suc- 
cessful attack on Essen and the 
Krupp works. Previously, it had 
been impossible to make any real- 
ly accurate, heavy and concenUrated 
attack on the Ruhr because of the 
industrial haze in the valley, which 
was at least as good a defence as 
any artificial smoke screen. 

But the Pathfinders dropped bril- 
liant target Indicators on Krupps 
and|£mn .and jto smoke couid hide 
thSnf Xt'Peehemunde, the Germans 
put up a thick smoke screen but 
the target indicators had already 
marked the place and the smoke 
failed to make the slightest dil 
ference to the accuracy of attack. 

Improvements in Pathfinder tech< 
nique gave Bomber Command an- 
other advantage. It was able to 
Increase greatly the number of sor 
ties without any corresponding Iri^ 
crease in the frontline strength of 
the command. Independence of ihc 
weather meant there now were 
many more nights on which the 
Command could operate. The first 
quarter ol each year has regularly 
proved the most unfavorable for 
night operations but In 1032, because 
of the development of Pathfinder 
tactics, the Command made con- 
siderably more than twice as many 
sorties as in 1042, and, the front 
line strëngtb of aircraft had cer- 
tainly not been doubled, ' 

By May, 1043, Bomber Command 
had all western Germany as far 
as the Ruhr at its mercy. The rest 
of the year was spent in preparing 
for the Battle of Berlin, with 
Bomber Command gradually oper- 
ating witH' equal success and fre- 
quency cast of the Ruhr. In Novem- 
ber the Battle of Berlin began and 
the, German capital b'as>,bééh sub- 
jected to sledge-hammer blows ever 
since, usually through ' ten-tenths 
cloud (the thickest there is) and 
with great accuracy. 

There is nôireason to'belieivê^^in

obstructionist policy was becoming intolerable, 
and a real frenzy seemed to possess the womea 
Their^ misdeeds ranged from the sublime to 
the ridiculous, from laying bombs near the 
Bank of England to sending. every member in 
the Cabinet a letter filled with tnuff and pep- 
per. Mrs. Pankhurit'a life seemed to be divided 
into three phases, constantly repeatingtthem> 
selvat: imprisonment, hunger strike," ànd^ Re- 
lease. 

To legalize the merry-go-round, Parliament 
passed the Cat and Mouse Act which provided 
that hunger-strikers should be discharged when 
their health became affected, and re-arrested 



as soon as they were well.' And to the suffra- 
gettes gleefully oôniinuëd to set England's 

houses on fire and otherwise scandalize public 
opinion; while the Government in return con- 
ficicntiously arrested them, unsuccessfully tried 
forcibly feeding, and released them after a few 
days. 

The women, however, had not given up 
heckling B.P.'s and other important politicians. 
Now they aimed higher still. The Archbishop 
of Canterbiu^ and the King themselves were 
not spared the ordeal of receiving . wonien 
delegations which, coupled with the steady 
opposition of the police, made for pitched 
battles rather than peaceful visits. 

And then, in the middle of the fight, there 
fell the extinguishing shadow of the World 
•War 1. What would the suffragettes do? Which 
was the greater enemy— man or Germany? "His 
Majesty is confident," said Mr. McKenna.^vtbat 
they can be trusted not to stain the cause' they 
have at heart by any further crime or disor- 
der." Trusted! Certainly they could be trustedl 
They turned patriot to a woman. And so, in 
loyal fervour' and enterprise, ended the great 
Women's Rebellion.

omic isolation n the modern world, 
he sad. Alter the war of 1914, many 
countries instead of facing the prob- 
lems of. reconstruction, adopted a 
modified scheme of economic na- 
tionalism. "The philosophy of econ- 
omic nationalism paves the way to 
war." 

Dr. James noted that during the 
last 20 years Canada had learned 
through bitter experience that Can- 
adian prosperity depended upon the 
prosperity of Canadian agriculture. 
The reason for this was that exports 
are essential to prosperity, and one 
quarter of what Canada exports 
comes from the farms. In this con- 
nection he pointed out that 25 per 
cent, of the population Is actually 
engaged in farming, and that 45 per 
cent of the population is rural, de- 
pending for its life and welfare on 
the farms. 

He declared that during the post- 
war years it was most important 
to ensure the prosperous activity 
of the agricultural section of the 
Canadian economy. To do this, we 
must adopt a comprehensive policy 
of land conservation and land settle 
ment. Our policies In. the past in 
this regard, he said, have been most 
inadequate. "Wc have plowed up 
poor lands, that ought never to have 
been plowed. We have not stopped 
ihc mining of good lands. Wc have 
eliminated forest covers by taking 
off timber from lands where this 
should never have been allowed," 
he said. 

He further contended that more 
attention must be given to the 
scientific and vocational training 
of farmers. Pointing out that farm- 
ing was a complex business, he 
said, "the successful farmer must 
have an understanding of sound 
business practices. He must also 
ha\-e a knowledge of soils, of in- 
sect and plant disease control, 
breeding and feeding practices, 
care and treatment of disease in 
animals. He must be informed on 
market conditions and must develop 
sales capacity. He must possess 
some skill in carpentry and mech- 
anics. He must be able to combine 
his knowledge and skill in such a 
manner as to give a sound direction 
to his farm operatives." 

He explained that In order to en- 
courage men of this type to be- 
come farmers, or farm workers, it 
was necessary for Canada to im- 
prove the amenities of rural life, 
by rural electrification and tele- 
phones, and better farm buildings 
and domestic equipment. He de- 
clared that already 450,000 men and 
women had left Canadian farms for 
munition factories, etc, and said 
(hat It would be hard to get them 
back to farming, unless conditions 
of farm life were improved. 

Dr. James concluded: '"There are 
many special agricultural problems 
that' Canada must solve during the 
reconstruction period. Fundamen- 
tally, however, the future prosper- 
ity ot Camada depends on the 
solution of two problems that are 
not specifically related to agricul- 
ture, lliese are: The maintenance 
of full employment and a high 
standard of living throughout Can- 
ada; and the effective development 
of a world economy In which free 
movement of commodities is en- 
couraged." 

He added, ' "I am not optimistic 
enough to think that both these 
problems will be solved overnight, 
since there are serious problems to 
be overcome in the domestic as 
well as in the international field. 
But," he added, "if we think clear- 
ly and act courageously I believe 
that Canada' 'can solve her own 
probleijjs and aid the world In lU 
major task, but if wc arc to do that 
the farmers must stand shoulder to 
shoulder with every other group In 
the country.'^^j^'
